In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall, in said Whately, on Monday the sixth day of March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles : 


ARTICLE 1.—T’o choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2.—To choose all necessary town officers—Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee, Auditor, Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Library Trustee, Elector under the Will of 
Oliver Smith, Tree Warden, all to be voted for on one ballot. 

The ballot for the ladies will contain the name of School Com- 
mittee only. 


Art. 3.—To vote by ballot ‘‘ Yes ” or ‘‘ No” upon the ques- 
tion, ‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this Town ?” 


Art. 4.— To receive and act upon reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the Town. 
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Art. 5—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray Town charges for the coming year, and appropriate 
the same. 


ArT.’ 6.—To act upon the list of Jurors prepared by the 
Registrars. 


Art. %.—To see if the Town will appropriate a certain sum 
for Memorial Day. 


ART. 8.—To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Art. 9.—To see if the Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


ArT. 10.—To see if the Town will employ a Superintendent 
of Schools, and raise money for his salary. 


ART. 11.—-To see if the Town will raise five per cent or any 
fixed per cent on amount of Town Grant, State and County 
Taxes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on 
or before August 1, 1905. 


Art. 12.—To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to 
borrow money if necessary, in anticipation of Taxes, for the 
coming year.

Selectmen’s Report. 


Fulfilling the requirements of the law, the Selectmen of the 
town, and Overseers of the Poor, herewith submit their annual 
report, hoping that it will be satisfactory to all. 

The amount of money expended for the support of the poor 
during the past year is somewhat less than in some of the pre- 
vious years. There have been two deaths, those of Elisha 
Rhood and Almeron Smith, while there has been but one new 
applicant for aid, Edgar Belden, who has asked for help during 
the winter, expecting to be able to care for himself again in the 
spring. 

The cities of Marlboro and Northampton have asked to be 
reimbursed for aid furnished the family of Bela K. Crafts in 
one case and of the Carroll family in the other. Nothing has » 
yet been paid either city. Mr. Crafts’ case we felt convinced 
there was money enough in the family at the time to pay all 
bills, and that of the Carroll family it was not certain that they 
had gained a residence, and furthermore Mr. Carroll says he 
does not desire any aid, he can support his own family. The 
Jewett family are now self-supporting. — 

More money than was appropriated by the town for highways 
has been expended for them during the present year, the severe 
snow storms that came after the reports were sent in last year, 
required quite a large amount of money to be spent in breaking 
out the roads, and more than the usual amount of snow has 
fallen the present winter, so that the expense entailed in keep- 
ing the highways passable is more than usual, while last sum- 
mer several severe rain storms flooded the roads, causing bad 
washouts. It seems to your Selectmen that a mistake was made 
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in voting so small an appropriation for highways, and they 
would recommend that a thousand dollars be granted another 
year. The bridge at the north part of the town is completed 
and all others, together with most of the culverts, are in good 
condition. ‘Che same appropriation is recommended for another 
year.

School Committee’s Report. 


The Committee submit the following report: 


We have expended $3,074.34, asum a trifle larger than last 
year, but the excess is due to tuitions and music. 


The school-room work has been satisfactory and we think our 
teachers are doing all that can be done under existing condi- 
tions. In two of our schools the teachers have from twenty to 
twenty-five classes each day, and of course, under those condi- 
tions, the best of work cannot be done. We cannot change 
these conditions unless the Town is willing to change its system. 
Good progress has been made in music and we intend to employ . 
a teacher the coming year. 


We had to make some very necessary repairs at the South 
Center school house; outside of those the expense has been 
small. Most of the buildings are now in good condition with 
the exception of the South East school house. It will be neces- 
sary, the coming, year, to spend quite a sum to put it in good 
shape. | 

We received a generous amount from the Massachusetts School 
Fund. ‘The purpose of this money is to make our schools better, 
and not to lessen taxation. If we reduce our appropriation, it 
is within the power of the State Board of Education to with- 
hold part or all the money. ‘The schools need all they can get, 
and we think it good economy to be generous with our appro- 
priations. 


We submit a letter from State Agent G. T. Fletcher, 
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NORTHAMPTON, February 1, 1905. 


To the Superintendent of Schools : 


The towns of your district receive from the income of the 
State School Fund a larger sum of money than they received 
last year. Please urge your School Committees and other citizens 
to secure from the towns a corresponding increase in their 
appropriations for school purposes.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of Whately: 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with your rule, I herewith 
submit my second annual report as Superintendent of your 
schools. As the members of your Committee are already 
familiar with the inner workings of the schools, I shall attempt 
in this report to give such a statement of the conditions and 
needs of the schools as will enable the patrons to judge some- 
thing of their efficiency. 

The year has been one of quiet progress in nearly every way. 
In general the plan outlined in my last report has been followed, 
and some things that will prove of permanent benefit to the 
schools have been gotten under way. There still remains much 
to be done, but if present tendencies may be regarded in any 
way as a prophecy for the future, those interested in education 
in this town may well feel encouraged. 


REORGANIZATION. 


It has been the aim during the year to use every available 
means to increase the efficiency of the schools and thereby to 
benefit the community. ‘The work done will compare very 
favorably with that of schools similarly situated in any of the 
surrounding towns, but it cannot be expected that our schools 
will attain the high efficiency they might until conditions are 
somewhat changed. 

At the present time each teacher is required to teach all 
grades of pupils, from those just beginning to those preparing 
to enter High School. In a school day, after deducting thirty 
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minutes for recess, but making no allowance for time lost in 
changing classes, distributing material or giving individual help 
to the pupils, there are five and a half hours. If only the barest 
essentials are taught, (reading and spelling, arithmetic, geog- 
raphy, language and writing), and if we omit entirely history, 
physiology, music, ete., it can be readily seen that the time 
allowed for each class is extremely short. Of course it is possi- 
ble in some cases to combine classes and all grades are not 
always represented but the fact remains that we are expecting 
of our teachers more than they can possibly accomplish. 

The ideal way in which to obviate this difficulty would be to 
bring all the pupils in town to some central point, where three 
teachers could then do the work to better advantage than four 
are doing it now. But as this plan has not seemed advisable to 
a majority of the voters in town, I would suggest the following 
as a substitute: Let all the children in the first four grades who 
are now attending the Center school go to the South Center 
school, and let the remaining five grades attend the North 
Center. 

The difficulties in the way of executing this plan are not so 
great as might at first be supposed. The greatest, it seems to 
me, is that of transportation. Some few pupils would have to 
be carried from each end of the town, but that number is not 
large. At present a large share of the smaller pupils are attend- 
ing the South school, and so would not be affected by the 
change. Then, too, both these schools draw their pupils quite 
largely from families living in the street, and the difference 
in the distance the children would have to walk would not be 
great. 

This plan would necessitate some additional expense for trans- 
portation, but the benefits to be derived would be great enough 
to warrant it. Moreover, the State is dealing very liberally 
with this town, and has a right to expect liberality in return. 

The benefits to be derived from this plan arise from the fact 
that, with half the present number of grades, the teachers will 
have practically double the time to devote to the classes that 
remain. This means that each pupil can receive more nearly 
the amount of individual attention he deserves, and some sub- 
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jects that are now. badly slighted for lack of time can be 
presented with the fullness their importance would warrant. 

It may be urged that this plan ignores the needs of the 
schools in the east and west sides of the town. In reply I 
would say that the school in West Whately is now so small, 
numbering at present only seven pupils, that the teacher has 
ample time to do all that is required. In regard to Hast 
Whately, where the worst crowding now exists, some of the 
upper grades should also be brought to the North Center school. 
In this way one of the worst features of our present system 
would be removed, and the schools could not fail to be benefitted 
by the change. 


TEACHERS. 


Every year it is becoming more apparent that the future of 
our country isin the hands of the public schools. The pupils 
in our schools are drawn from homes in every class of society, 
from the highest to the lowest. The task of training this 
heterogenous collection of individuals for filling useful places 
in the world is a difficult one, and requires talent of a high 
order. The teacher makes the school. It is useless to provide 
the schools with good material equipment unless teachers are 
obtained who can use it to advantage. Every year more is 
expected of a teacher. She must have expert knowledge of the 
subjects to be taught, she must understand the needs of the 
child mind, and she must know how to present those subjects 
with the least possible waste of time and energy. But a teacher 
may have all these and still be a failure, unless she possess a 
personality that will secure for her the resepct of her pupils. 
Normal schools and training classes will not provide this latter 
element, but they do insure, to a considerable degree, the 
professionul fitness of a teacher, and parents should insist upon 
having the teachers of their children adequately prepared, in 
this respect at least, for their work. Such teachers demand 
higher salaries, but it is economy in the end to employ them. 
All our teachers have either had this training or else have had 
enough experience in actual teaching to compensate them, to a 
certain degree, for its lack. They are all doing eurnest, consci- 
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encious work, and deserve every encouragement and commenda- 
tion they may receive. 

There have been two changes in our teaching force during the 
year. Last June Miss Harris resigned her position in the North 
Center school, and Miss Carrie Osgood was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. During the Christmas vacation Miss Powers resigned 
to accept a more desirable position in Turners Falls. Miss Alice 
T.. Wilder of Springfield was chosen to take her place. Both 
these young ladies have had considerable experience in teaching 
since graduating from the Westfield Normal School, and are 
well fitted for their duties. 


ATTENDANCE. 


There is given herewith a statement of the attendance in the 
several schools for the school year ending in June, 1904. The 
most startling facts brought out by this statement are the 
great number of half-day’s absence and cases of tardiness. Of 
course a part of the absence was due to sickness, and so was 
excusable, but this does not account for the tardiness. ‘This is 
better explained by an attitude of indifference on the part of the 
parents as to whether or not their children attend school regu- 
larly and promptly. . 

A large proportion of the absence and tardiness can be traced 
to a comparatively few families, and a large share of those are 
foreigners. With such families the law should be brought into 
use. There are many cases, however, where parents seem to 
regard an occasional absence of not much importance, and to 
forget that the absence of a pupil for even one day injures him 
personally, and retards the work of the grade materially. If 
this point were fully appreciated, and if it were fully under- 
stood that no pupil who had missed any considerable part of the 
work could hope for promotion, I am sure fewer unnecessary 
absences would occur. It might also be well to call attention to 
that part of the law which forbids children to be absent from 
school more than ten half-days in a period of six months unless 
‘prevented by illness from attending, 
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MUSIC. 


The work in music which was taken up early in the year has 
proved very satisfactory. ‘The teachers have been untiring in 
their efforts to make it a success, and the pupils, for the most 
part, have thoroughly enjoyed it. The excellent results that 
have been obtained are what might be expected under these 
circumstances. In her report which follows, Mrs. Bullis, the 
Supervisor, outlines the work as it has been taken up. 


To Mr. M. J. Willson, Superintendent of Schools: 


A year ago, when the teaching of music was introduced, the 
pupils of your schools had practically no knowledge of the 
subject. 

The first thing to be done was to decrease the number of 
monotones, that is, children who could sing but one tone. The 
teachers worked faithfully, and in three months this number 
was greatly reduced. In one case, out of fifteen who last May 
could not sing the scale, but three or four remain. Some of 
the most stubborn cases have not yet conquered it, but note by 
note gain is being made. 

The principal aim of the work this year has been to get 
pupils, as rapidly as possible, to sing music at sight, and good 
results have been obtained by the hard work, day by day, of 
your teachers. 

Their hearty codperation and the interest and enthusiasm of 
the children have made work in Whately a pleasure.

SCHOOL MANAGEMENT. 


It is in this department of school work that friction is most 
likely to come between parents and the officers and teachers of 
the schools. It is here, also, that there is the greatest need of 
hearty coOperation on the part of all concerned. 

Nothing is more disasterous to the welfare of a school than 
lack of sympathy between parents and teachers. Hostile or 
strained relations between the home and school have been the 
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ruination ef many children. Those parents who look upon 
teachers as the natural enemies of their children, and who, by 
unfriendly criticism, so impress them, do their loved ones great 
injury. The proper education of their children, at whatever 
sacrifice, should be the greatest concern of all true parents. 

There should be between the teachers and parents the kind- 
liest, the most frank and open relations. How many misunder- 
standings would be prevented, how many mistakes avoided, how 
many disasters averted, if there were only a more intimate 
acquaintance on the part of the parents with the personal life, 
character, aims and ambitions of those who are giving their 
time, strength and best efforts to the education of their children. 
It is in those things that are common to both home and school 
that the greatest good is to come to the children through the 
close unison of parents and teachers. In most of our cities and 
larger towns this is met through the media of ‘‘ Parents’ Clubs” 
or ‘‘ Mothers’ Clubs”, where parents and teachers may meet 
and discuss subjects of common interest. In small towns such 
clubs do not seem necessary. Better results may be obtained by 
an exchange of friendly calls, where more intimate subjects may 
be talked over with entire freedom. 

Next to active hostility, lax public opinion is the most impor- 
tant hindrance to efficient service on the part of teachers. ‘The 
public cannot sympathize with the efforts of a teacher, because 
it does not know the aims, methods or standards of the school. 
Parents seldom visit the schools except on occasions when an 
especially prepared program is to be followed out, and so have 
little idea of what the regular daily work is hke. ‘‘ The power 
that makes a school go is the sentiment which exists in the 
community in favor of it. If it is hearty and intelligent, the 
school will do much for the children, but if this interest and 
sympathy are wanting, it will fall but little short of a failure.” 

The State Superintendent of Maine says: ‘‘'The teacher is 
responsible to an extent for the interest the best people in the 
community have in the work she is trying todo. And, on the 
other hand, the best people of the community are responsible 
for the interest the teacher manifests in the children under her 
instruction and the quality of work she helps them to perform,” 
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In closing, I wish to express my hearty thanks to all with 
whom I have been associated for their unfailing kindness and 
assistance during the last year. If anything of permanent good 
has been accomplished, it is due to the cordial spirit of codpera- 
tion that has been manifest among all those interested in the 
schools.
